‘Thess. Cranley, which it will be remembered 
by our readers, went ashore at Yukaichi, near 
Kobe, but was subsequently re-floated arrived 
here last Monday, ‘aad on Tuesday sie an- 
chored off the Cosmopolitan Dock, in readiness 
to enter the berth engaged for her, Owing 
to the approaching typhoon, she was ‘warned’ 
to move off to the Iee of Stonecutter’s 
Island for shelter, and there she has been lying 
isolated until this morning, when: she en- 
‘The: Crantey tind arrived near 
Yukaichi, after delivering part of her cargo of 
rice from Rangoon, at Kobe, having still a 
large quantity to deliver-at Yukaichi, when 
very suddenly she was caught by a typhoon, 
and, becoming unmanageable, was. speedily 
carried on to the sandy beach, That’ was 
on the roth of July. She was. pretty 
deeply buried in the sand and mud, -and 
after every effort had been made to get 
her qff by, steaming astern, attempts ° were 
made to ‘haul her off by ‘means . of hawsers 
attached to anchors cast*far out,’ “This 
work was continued from the 
July until the rath. inst, when she: at 
last floated off on a high tide. [t was 
found she ‘was making no water, so she 
had evidently strained no plates. ‘So close in- 
shore was she stranded that is was possible to 
wade out to the vessel's side‘at low water, and 
thousands of curious Japanese crowded about |’ 
tosee the sight, But at that time it was by. no 
means a unique sight, as within half-a mile 
along the beach, and near each other, lay three 
other steamers, These were the 5.3, Evreiria 
Lyall, and éaldes, the first two German and 
the third Norwegian. Ofthese the Zveiria tried 
totow the Cranley off, but failed, and then herself 
finally took the ground. When the Craniey at 
last floated off, and left the locality, the s,s, 
Lyall was sull lying aground and so full of 
water that it was considered impossible to 
save hes; apd it is believed she has broken 
up. Duting the typhoon which sent’ her 
ashore the Cranfey had all her awnings and 
boat-covers carried away, while her awning 
beams and spars were smashed to match- 
wood, Seas dashed over the vessel, carrying 
all that was loose overboard, while broken |, 
ropes’ ends and splinters were being blown 
about by the wind, cutting the mens’ hands and 
faces like knives. . On completion of her dock- 
ing this afternoon, the Crandy will be survey- 
ed, when the extent of the damage to her hull, 
if any, will be ascertained, and the vessel will 
be thoroughly overhanied before being fitted up 
to take her place on the South African coolie 
emigration service, for which she has been 
chartered to follow the Lothian.

Business in war risks, principally reinsur- 
ances at substantial rates, continues active, 
and the present uncertain outlook is most 
damaging to ordinary slipping enterprise.

Immense harm, more than even the Malacca 
and Keight Commander incidents, Where 
shipowners or merchants have the active sup:

steamers and cargoes are ly goon, they con- 
sider that nobody is safe, ‘They strongly feel 
that the Government should take up all well- 
founded grievances a5 energetically as it did 
the Afalacca capture. Ten guineas net were 
paid on 27th inst. hy American reinsurers of 
ihe steamer SAuremut, The rates would. pro- 
bably be higher ‘bul for the conviction that 
Japanese cruisers are on their way to intercept 
the Vladivostok raiders, 

War risk business was again very active on 
28th ult. and rates were even firmer, They 
are tiled by the A’night Commander and 
«tllanton incidents rather than by the affair of 
the Volunteer steamers, which is regarded as 
practically over, Hut the risks to steamers in 
Far Eastern waters are obviously most serious. 
Cargo in British steamers for Japan is being 
done against war risks at about £1 per cenl. 
asa rile, but when cargoes are large and un- 
derwriters full the rates, go up tot} and 2 per 
cent; Many merchants are taking out war risk 
covers protecting all their shipments to the end 
of the year. This prudent course is being taken 
as regards Indian and Chinese, as well as Japa- 
nese shipments, Rates run at about 2s, 6d. to 
5s. per cent, 


LATEST FROM PORT ARTHUR, 


A RAIN OF SHELLS, 

Passengers on the steamer Decina arriving 
from Newchwany yesterday (says the Chefoo 
Daily News of toh inst.) report having wit- 
nessed very heavy shelling of Port Arthur from 
the land, lasting the entire night of August 16th, 
The /ecima was within 15 to 20 miles, and 
was at anchor a portion of the night. The 
curse of the shells could be traced, and the 
scene ts described by those who saw it as resem- 
bling countless meteors shooting through the 
heavens, The Japanese fire against the city 
was said to be prolonged and terrific. 

The Mecina saw several Japanese mien-of- 
war, and the auxiliary cruiser Hongkong Maru 
was anchored near her for a time. 


THE SHIPS IN PORT. 

Refugees arriving in Chefoo on the 18th inst. 
state that at the time of their departure, August | 
16th, the following Russian men-of-war were 
inthe harbour at Port Arthur: The Podteda, 
Poltava, Retuisun, Sevastopol, Peresviel, 
Rayan and Pallada, together with gunboats, 
torpedo bats and torpedo boat destroyers, 
The number of the latter is not stated. 

It thus seems that the squadron did not ac- 
complish the task of getting through to Viadi- 
vostok, if that was its purpose. This is the 
first report which hai been broight over 
specifying the vessels which returned to Port 
Arthur after the sortie, 

‘The gunboats and torpedo boats are said to 
have free ingress and egress to and from the 
harbour, and to have passed in and out during 
the last three days, 

‘This statement leaves the Diana and Movik 
sull unaccounted for, : 


ATTACKING FORCkS SUFFER, 
LAND MINES EXPLODED, 

The latest reports from Port Arthur are to 
the effect that the attacking forces are concen- 
trating, their energies against the central 
portion of the line of defences af the city, and 
that the fighting on August r4th, 1g, and 16th 
was severe. The latter day is that on which 
the negotiations for a surrender were carried 
an, 

Nothing definite, of course, is known as to 
Japanese losses, but reports.persistently agree 
that in the operations on the dates mentioned 
above they were in the neighbourhood of 15,000. 
On Tuesday Jast two regiments of infantry, 
two squadrons of cavalry and one battery of 
artillery are said to have’ been sacrificed in a 
rush on forts: No. 3 and 4. These troops met 
theic fate on mines which were exploded in the 
vicinity of the fortifications mentioned. 

The persons making the above statements 
would not give out the Russian losses in the 
three days’ fighting, though stating that they 
had knowledge of the number, However, the 
information was volunteered that they were not 
large in comparison.—Chefoo Daily News. 


THE CAPTURE OF THE “ARABIA.” 

The State Department at Washington on the 
27th ultimo finally received a formal protest 
against the action of the Russian Navy in seiz* 
ing American. goods, and, as a result of its

Department a statement of the conditions under 
which the Avadia carried this cargo. He de 
clared the flour aboard the vessel was in no 
sense contrabund,. Indemnity and satisfaction 
were deminded for the owners of the flour. 
ates that he represented 
the Portland Milling Company, The company, 
he said, had shipped on the Avadia for Hong- 
kong 99,0cosncks of flour, worth abaut $160,000. 
He declared this flour was not destined for 
Japan, and was part of the normal trade of the 
company, and was not a.war or'er, Senator 
Mitchell also requested the State Department 
(a take steps to protect legitimate neutral trade 
(rom such serious intérference as the attacks 
hy the Vladivostok squadron, 

Two attorneys visited the Department in 
connection, with the samme seizure, and Acting 
Secretary Adce immediately referred then to 
the solicitor far the Jepartment, who had 
before him the protest of the Portland Milling 
Company. Officials of the Department stated 
there woul be no hasty action, but the whole 
subject of interference with American trade 
between the belligetents in the present war 
would be considered and that each protest that 
might be forwarded would be part of a uniform 
and consistent policy to be followed by the 
Department.
